HULLESS OATS FOR 
YOUNG PIGS 


(Experimental Farm News) 


On many farms oats are sifted 
for voung pigs, bu 
inery so far available this is too of- 
ten too much work where a large 
number of young pigs are being fed, 
says C. H. Anderson, Dominion Ex- 
Station, Beverlodge, 
Alberta. Also. the cost of product- 
ion is increased according to the ex- 
tra labour involved in sifting the 
oats, and consequently there is a 
tendency to feed unsifted oats. This 
practice often leads to an unthrifty 
condition in weanling pigs, as their 
digestive system becomes over- 
loaded with bulky material. 

Observations made at the Station 
indicate that such intestinal  dis- 
orders as “Necrotic Enteritis’’ have 
a greater opportunity of develop- 
ing in young pigs fed a high per- 
centage of unsifted oat chop. The

C-l-L PAINTS FOR NEW‘PEACETIME BEAUTY 
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DAIRYING LOOKS AHEAD 


In the opinion of D. H. McCallum 
Dairy Commissioner, the cow will 
play an important part in the 
future agricultural progress of this 
province. With the interets in a 
more permanent type of agricul- 
ture for the conservation of soil 
fertility and the control of weeds, 
crop rotations and legumes will in- 
crease in favour. When it comes to 
converting live stock feeds into 
food for human constmption the 
dairy cow is right on top of the 
list, says Mr. McCallum. From a 
given quanitity of feed she can pro- 
duce four times as much as a steer. 

With reference to the mainten- 
ance of a profitable foreign market, 
Mr. McCallum said that a high 
quality product will be required, 
production must be on a sound 
economic basis to ensure the pro- 
ducer a satisfactory return, and a 
continous supply with a fairly even 
monthly export quantity must be 
available. To mect these require- 
ments, the production of high 
quality milk and cream together 


will be needed, and the production 
per cow will have to be increased 
by cow testing and herd impove- 
ments.

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Scientists Find Penicillin An 


Effective Cure For Mastitis 


Indications that veterinary scien- 
tists have in large measure con- 
quered mastitis, hitherto an incur- 
able disease of dairy cattle estimat- 
ed to cost Canadian farmers mil- 
lions of dollars annually, appear in 
the latest issue of the Canadian 
Journal of Comparative Medicine. 
An article in this magazine de- 
scribes how scientists working un- 
der the direction of Dr. Charles A. 
Mitchell, Dominion Animal Patho- 
logist, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, by injecting penicillin 
have cured approximately six out 
of every seven cows suffering from 
mastitis. 

Mastitis, or inflammation of the 
udder, is caused by any of several 
germs of which Streptococcus aga- 
lactiae is responsible for the chronic 
infectious form of the disease, It fre- 
quently destroys the milk-secreting 
tissue of cach infected quarter of 
the udder, reducing the yield of 
milk which it contaminates with 
pus. As alert health authorities pro- 
hibit sale of milk from infected ud- 
der quarters, conscientious dairy 
farmers usually find it profitable 
to slaughter these cows after more 
one-quarter has become dis 


, cased.

Foremost among existing control 
measures is the prompt discovery of 
infected animals, in which only a 
veterinarian is competent to diag- 
nose mastistis in its early stages 
Once identified, infected cows are 
the end of the milking 
line, By this precaution, there is no 
danger of milk from infected tests 


| being transferred to teats of healthy 


cows. 


As the udder is a sensitive organ, 
it is predisposed to infection by 
even minor injury such as is often 
caused by rough milkers or by the 


milking machine being left on too | 


long. The udder is also susceptible 
to chill from cold ground or inade- 


quately bedded stable floors. Ex-! 


cessively heavy feeding which may 
fatigue her milk-secreting tissue 
also contribute to a cow's suscept- 
ibility to mastitis 

The magazine article describing 
the cure is written jointly by J.L. 
Byrne, J.W. Pullin and H. Konst, of 
the Division of Animal Pathology, 
Science Service, Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, who are con- 
ducting mastitis research at the 
Animal Diseases Research Institute, 
Hull, P.Q. They report that only 38 
of 266 udder quarters infected with 
mastitis failed to respond to penicil- 
lin. Their recommended treatment 

three injections each of 40,000 
Oxford units of penicillin diluted by 
100 cubie centimeters of a sterile 
solution of salt and water and ad- 
ministered at four-days intervals 
with a complete bacteriological ex-- 
amination before and after the 
eries of injections. They describe 
animals which do not respond to 
this treatment as “reservoir from 
which previously normal animals 
tnay become infected and recover- 
ed animals reinfected”, and recom- 
mend their slaughter or isolation 
from the herd 

Commenting on this article, Dr. 
Mitchell said that the penicillin 
treatment should be entrusted only 
o a qualified veterinarian so as to 
avoid udder infection by other dis-
